ties devised by the 8tudent Council ae a part of the point system 
IS under fire. Two complaints, the more explicit of several received 

by the editor, appear on this page. 

The first complains of the "unfair" and “detrimental” step 
taken by the Council in allotting a man a scant half point for devot- 
ing his entire time outside of class and study hours to varsity sports 
—poor recognition. We hope the Council will see ita error in classi- 
fication of this significant position, or, perhaps there ia no explana- 
tion for the lack of credit extended. Men on varsity, particularly 
football, squads, do not need a point system to limit their participa- 
tion In other activities. The sport ia self limiting. The point raised 
ia that the Council has but meagerly acknowledged the importance 
played by this activity in the life of the school. 

The second letter complains of the "ridiculous” credit for glee 
club members. Hare again the Council has shown itself to be igno- 
rant of the time and effort necessary tp fill a certain position in com- 
parison with other positions. 

Other letters dealing with less flagrant conditions, and some 
conde m n in g the system as a whole have been received, but were 
unsigned, and in accordance with the policy of The Hatchet no letters 
to the editor will be published unless the contributor has strength 
enough in his convictions to affix his signature. 

It is significant that the majority of the complaints are not 
against the system, hut against the grading of the various activities, 
and an upward— not downward— revision is suggested. Apparently 
the seals is now so low that no one is affected by the system, and 

it has defeated its purpose.

Letters to Editor 

To the Editor: 

In last week’s Issue of The Hatchet 
then waa a column devoted to the 
grading, by a peint system, of the va- 
rious campus activities. The point sys- 
tem it presumably based upon the Im- 
portance and time required of the many 
activities given recognitien. 

The grodps range from one-half to 
eight points. On careful examination it 
waa particularly noticed In the group at 
the bottom of the schedule, which is the 
one-half point class, listed “Men's Ath- 
letics.” A mere half point for three 
■nonths of stnnuous physical effort 
that football, a major sport, requires— 
and there are some that the Student 
Council seems to' think merit eight 
points. In the leading Universities in 
the country being s member of an ath- 
letic team is equally as important aa 
participation in any of the five point 
activities that the Counoil has Hsted. 

In m)r mind the action of the Student 
Council is not only unfair,, but possibly 
detrimental to the athletic*, as a whole, 
j» the University^; A freshman enter- 
ing school, in considering participation 
In oampus activities will overlook ath- 
letics bscaust, according to the Student 
Council’s point system, they are unim- 
portant and play a small part in cam- 
pus life. He will, instead, give hia 
preference to those activities which 
have a higher rating and which require 
much less time, effort and ability. Fur- 
thermore, the game is self-limiting— 
It allows no time for other activities. 
The training rules permit no participa- 
tion in social activities. If the point 
system is based on the number of hours 
spent, or on ability, athletics have not 
been considered justly. Some effort 
should bs made to correct this unbal- 
anced and unfair conclusion. 


I courses in Physical Education are ar- 
ranged for Aien and women students 
in the Junior College, the School of 
Engineering, and the School of Phar- 
mUey. > V -1 - 

“These bourses in Physical educa- 
tion Sre required of all freshmen and 
Sophomore students, provided only that 
students taking leas than three sub- 
jects, smd students all of whose work 
is in the late afternoon hours, are spe- 
cifically exempt from this provision of 
requirements in Physical Education. 

"Any other exemption from the re- 
quirements of Physical Education for 
men and Physical Education foT wom- 
en, ia conditioned on the recommenda- 
tion of the University Medical Staff 
to the Executive Officer of Physical 
Education In the department Con- 
cerned. This applies equally to man 
and women. 

“Students entering the University 
with advanced standing are not ex- 
empt from the Physical Education re- 
quirement unless they have satisfac- 
torily mat the requirement elaewhere.” 
From this I judge that a physical 
education program is deemed by the 
University to be of benefit to the stu- 
dent. The only regular gymnasium 
class available for lata afternoon atu-

If one will read the last issue Of 
The Hachet he will discover an ar- 
ticle depicting the new point system 
governing the number of activities a 
student may enter end the credit each 
respective activity is worth. Thia point 
system wa* devised and conceived by 
the Student Council. An examination 
of the system show* that tha Council 
had the sudscity to assign to a student 
who fa on th* football squad the amas- 
ing credit of one-half point, while on 
the other hand It give* members of 
glee clubs, debate teems, and endow- 
ment fund committees one point.

'William Paul Briggs, who served as 
assistant dean of the School of Phar- 
macy last year, has been named Dean 
of that school. Francis Edgar John- 
ston, of the Mathematics Department, 
has been designated associate profes- 
sor of Mathematics. A member of the 
faculty of the University since 1927, 
Professor Johnston taught prior to that 
time at the University of Illinois, from 
which institution ho received the PhJD. 
degree. His undergraduate work was 
dona at George Washington . and ho al- 
so earned master’s degree here.

named , associate professor of History. 
Professor Ragatz has taught at George 
Washington since 1924, coming here 
from to* University of Wisconsin. Ho 
has frequently published works in the 
field of history,! and, in 1926, had the 
distinction of being awarded the Jus- 
tin Wlnsor Prise of the American His- 
torical Association for his work, “De- 1 
oline of the British West Indies, 1768- 
1833: A Study in the Fall of the Plant- 
er Class.’* Fbr the past two summers 
Professor Ragatz has taught courses 
at John* Hopkins University in Mod- 
ern European History and the Eco- 
nomic Development of Europe.
